Three Planes Fall 
During Blinding 
Storm in East 


Coast Aroti 


'(By The Associated Press) 


Five persons were killed and 21 


injured in three plane crashes last 
night during a sudden minding 
snowstorm that engulfed ^ large 
area* of the cast coast. 


The worst accident was at Car- 


mel, N. J , where a Nationwide Air 
Transport Service, Inc., passenger 
plane crashed in a wooded area, 
killing the co-pilot and two passen- 
gers and injuring 19 other iiersons. 


A small private plane bound 
from Mt Pleasant, Mich., lo Flor- 
ida, crashed in Scot county, Va., 
killing its two occupants. 
At Jones Beach, bathini: resort 
near New York, 16 persons escap- 
ed serious injury as an American 
Airlines DC-3 two-motoi plane 
made a crash landing on the beach 
a few feet from the water. Only 
the pilot and co-pilot were injured 
and the stewardess and 13 passen- 
gers were unhurt. 
The freak snowstorm, accom- 
panied by rain and sleet, covered 
an area estimated by the weather 
bureau in New York to extend as 
far as 250 miles from that city. 
Only one person on the- plane 
that crashed at Carmcl escaped 
Injury as the ship skimmed over a 
farm house and ploughed through 
50 yards of woodland, leaving 
sheared trees in Its wake. 
Passengers extinguished a small 
fire and the fuselage remained in- 
tact although the left wing was 
torn off and the nose crumpled in 
the crash. 
The young couple killed In the 
Virginia crash left the Mt Pleas- 
ant Airport Saturday morning on 
an air tour sponsored by the Gulf 
Oil Company They were cnroute 
to the Miami air show. 
The crash landing at Jones 
Beach came when the plunc had 
only a five-minute fudl supply left. 
The pilot dropped flares and man- 
aged to spot the beach through the 
heavy storm. The pilot sulTcred a

Washington, Jan. 6 iff) — Con- 


tinuance for another year of 
$1,500,000,000 in annual wartime 
excise taxes on such consumer 
items as liquor, furs and cosmetics 
was recommended today by Presi- 
dent Truman. 


Without 
Congressional 
taxes, 


these excises will roll back auto- 
matically July 1. On liquor, for 
example, the tax will drop from 


to $6 a proof gallon. That 


means from $1.80 to $1.20 on a 
fifth of bonded whisky. 
In his annual message to Con 
gresa, however, Mr. Truman made 
no reference to the Republican 
proposal to cut individual income 
taxes by roughly 20 per cent or 
$3,350,000,000. Instead, the Presi- 
dent declared an intention to bal- 
ance the budget and make a sub- 
stantial payment on the national 
debt. 
Many Democrats and some Re- 
publicans in Congress already have 
called for first emphasis on gov- 
ernment economy, budget balanc- 
ing and debt retirement, 
before 
any tax slashes are considered. 


The .rollback in the wartime ex- 
cise taxes—having 
furs, jewelry and 


the rates on 
cosmetics and 
reducing many other rates—is re- 
quired by the 1943 Revenue Act 
and becomes effective six months 
after the end of hostilities ended 
December 31.

culosis hospitals, who said, ' On 
the basis of figures for the first 10 
months of 1946, the tuberculosis 
death rale will be 308 per 100,000 
population. The next lowest late, 
319, prevailed in 1941, which was 
followed by an increase in the 
next two years. In 1926 3,814 up- 
state residents succumbed to this 
preventable disease 
which is a 
rate of 71, as compared with an 
estimated 1,929 deaths for this 
year. 


"There is no one specific reason 


for this gratifying condition which

have plenty of them. I have so many that they load 
me down u a ballast. Without them, I am sure, I 
•hould be a will-o'-the-wisp, moving hither and yon, 
ollowlng movements and cauiei like a college pro- 
ewor who Joint every front or a Park avenue lady 
of faihlon who joins everything that has the right 
names on the committee. 
Many of these joiners 


move with the times, even trowing conservative ai 
the poll* indicate or adopting a middle road with- 
out deciding what 'is the middle of what. 


On* of my major prejudices is against the candi- 


date for public office who says one thing In public 
and another in private and who calls that practical 
politics. Actually, he ii a liar and It is difficult to see 
that a Ik- can be justified by practicality 
If public 


officials have to adopt the morals of the liar to 
tain their ambitions, then our democratic system 
laa failed, for that means that only the lie IB prac- 
tical under our system. It is best to expose these 
liars, to ignore what they say in public and to pub- 
lish what thev uy off-the-record. Having witneiied 
at close quarters practical politics as played by pro- 
fessional and amateurs for nearly forty years, I 
have lonR since concluded that the only thing prac- 
tical about It is the assumption that most Ameri- 
cans Ignore politics until it annoys them 
I havo a prejudice against the intolerance of the 


self-anointed Intellectual liberals. They have had 14 
years of free sway In this country, confusing the 
people by their twisted statistics and thcii broad 
estimates and their insistence that all who disagree* 
•with them are motivated evilly They represent a 
kind of gangsterism In American lifr They smear. 
They llbol and slander with impunity because gen- 
tlemen fallow the adage that they never enter into 
a competition with a jskunk. 
Wisdom lies in an altogether different approach 
The thln« to do Is to stand up to them, to call their 
bluff and even to knock their teeth out when their 
impudence goes beyond the bounds of decency.

that does not justify >bad manners, ill-hrcodlng Im- 
pudence None of these need to be tolerated from 
anyone by anyone-. Nor can any person impose his 
presence upon anyone and then call it racial and 
religious prejudice when the party of the second 
part resists Intrusion and insists upon his unalion- 
able right of choice and selection Preiudices need 
not bi, rational; they are a matter of taste 
•I Have a growing prejudice against the dishon- 
e|t us* of language, against the slanting of news, 
against censorship, press conferences, press cocktail 
parties, party iteguliirity to the degree of working 
and voting against one's conscience, mimeographed 
press releases, and all the paraphernalia of twisting 
public opinion. As a 'partisan, biased person, de- 
voted to a moral criterion for public Issues, I re 
sent the devices used by the agencies of government 
and of numerous societies, associations leagues and 
committees to make me fee black as grey and 
white ai an off-Ivory.

ana the emotions greatly affect the workings of 
the body, appetite, digestion, respiration heart and 
blodd vesyls causing symptoms as real as those 
caused i>y true or organic disease In fact, at least 
half of medical practice today I* the treatment of 
symptoms caused by nervous or emotional disturb- 
ances 


On the other hand, infection, or other ailment of 
the body, can so disturb the mental and emotional 
balance of the individual as to cause mental and 
emotional disturbance*. Some time ago I spoke of 
the state mental hospital in New Jersey which 
cured 40 per cent of its Inmates by clearing up in- 
fection In the teeth, gums, sinuses, intestine, gall 
bladder and other organs.

Corn Borers Hit Low 


Level This Year 


Geneva, N. 
Y.—There were' 


probably fewer corn borers at 
work in New York state In 1946 
than for any recent year, accord- 
ing to a summary of the season's 
activities of this pest made by Dr. 
L. A. Carruth, entomologist at the 
Experiment Station here: 


"Fall survey records made in 


cooperation with the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture indicate an 
average of 32 borers to 100 corn 
plants in 20 counties surveyed in 
1946," says Doctor Carruth. "Thta 
compares with average infesta- 
tions of 126, 126, and 211 borers 
to 100 plants in the same counties 
in 1945, 1944, and 1943, respec- 
tively. Despite this low figure, the 
corn borer caused considerable in- 
jury to early market sweet corn 
In 1946, particularly 
in areas 


which had suffered similarly in 
previous years." . 


Growers are warned against a 
false sense of security on account 
of the 1946 figures, as serious out- 
breaks are likely to appear when- 
ever environmental conditions fa- 
vorable for the development of the 
borer occur. Where corn borer has 
been a problem, the use of insecti- 
cides Is fast becoming an essential 
practice where early sweet corn 
of high price and quality is grown, 
explains Doctor Carruth. 


Although hampered by low In- 
festations of the borer, the 1946 
insecticide tests conducted by the 
Experiment Station are said to 
substantiate earlier findings, with 
Ryanex and DDT giving the best 
results. Residue and health hazard 
problems1 associated With the use 
of DDT on corn remain to be 
clarified, although no plant injury 
of any consequence was observed 
this past season. 


During 1946, a total of 18,760 
insect parasite of the corn,borer, 
comprising four species and 21 
colonies, were released in 10 coun- 
ties within the state. Absence of 
its natural enemies has been one 
of the major factors contributing 
to the spread of the corn borer, 
and the release of parasites pro- 
vides one more means of fighting 
the pest.

Rose Chafer May Be 


Serious Garden Pest

Geneva, N, Y.—Generally re- 


garded as a pest of minor impor- 
tance in the state as u whole, the 
rose chafer may assume serious 
proportions in the individual fruit 
planting or garden, say entomolo- 
gists at the Experiment Station 
here who have found that DDT 
gives, good control of this insect. 
When they appear,, the beetles 
may destroy practically all of the 
fruit in a vineyard and then move 
on to peaches, cherries, strawber- 
ries and other small fruits, and or- 
namentals, inflicting severe losses 
wherever they feed. The insect 
occurs only In or near areas of 
light sandy sod, and not all sandy 
areas are infested, it Is explained. 
For that reason it has never 
proved a major insect' pest in this 
state, but it can be vary trouble, 
some where it does occur.' 
The adult beetles ot the rose 
chafer begin emerging between 
June 15 and 20 for western New 
York, or about the timo grapes are 
in bloom. In the Hudson Valley 
the insect will appear about a 
week earlier and on )x>ng Island 
possible two weeks earlier. When 
numerous the beetles can destroy 
all of the blossoms in a vineyard 
within a few days, and may also 
cause serious losses on apples, 
peaches, 
cherries, 
strawberries, 
raspberries, 
blackberries, 
and 
other fruits. Roses, peonies, phlox, 
and other flowering plants may. 
also be attacked. 
Most of the 
beetles disappear by mid-July. 


Experiments conducted during 


the past three years show that 
DDT sprays are quite effective, 
say the Station workers. A spray 
mixture containing one pound of 
actual DDT Jn 100 gallons of wa- 
ter applied when the beetles first 
begin to make their' appearance 
have given excellent control, 
A 


second application may be needed 
if the infestation is severe or if 
heavy rains occur shortly after the 
first treatment. 
DDT 'may be used on grapes, 
peaches, cherries, and apples for 
rose' chafer control without dan- 
ger of encountering a residue 
problem. With strawberries, black- 
berries, and raspberries, however, 
a rotenone spray was found effec- 
tive. The mixture contained three 
pounds of ground derris root, two 
ounces of a spreader, and 100 gal- 
lons of water. *
